vouring the sun.

According to the 
experts,

n ight’s eclipse began at 8:20 p. rn., 
(EST) and lasted until 2:13 a. rn. 
In some parts of the 
nation— 
Escanaba and Milwaukee for e x ­ 
am ple— th e skies w ere fine 
and 
clear and onlookers had a perfect 
view. In other 
parts, 
however, 
great smoke layers blown from 
forest fires in Canada blacked out 
tho sky. 
Eclipses tend to ru n In sequen­ 
ces of a little m ore than 18 years. 
During this period there usually 
are 70 eclipses, 41 of the sun, 29 
of the moon

A llie pointed out that the A m ­ 
erican railroads, larger than the 
automobile and 
steel 
industries 
combined, are the bulwark of the 
free enterprise 
system. 
If 
the 
American railroads go bankrupt, 
all persons who have bank sav­ 
ings, insurance policies, stock and 
other business interests w ill also 
lose. 
Quarrel With Laws 
Allie made it clear that the ra il­ 
roads feel there is 
a 
place 
for 
trucks in ttie national transporta­ 
tion 
system. 
The 
quarrel, 
he 
pointed out, is with the laws that 
give trucks an unfair advantage 
over the railroads. 
"The trucks should 
pay ade­ 
quately for ttie use of the high­ 
ways,” he said. 
The speaker pointed out that 
overloading of trucks is causing 
severe damage to 
the 
highways, 
and the public must pay the bill. 
He assured his hearers, however, 
that many 
well-operated 
truck 
linos carefully observe the load 
limit regulations. 
Violators make 
up only one-third of trucking op­ 
erations, he said. Tin Detroit Free 
Press has been carrying on a cam­

ition of child, dependency of child, 
and the child's benefit amount are 
liberalized. 
Beginning this September, on 
deaths of the insured worker oc­ 
curring at any time after 1911!), an 
only child’s benefit 
payment 
is 
three-fourths 
of 
the 
deceased 
worker’s insurance payment. 
In 
case there is more than one child 
in the family, each child’s benefit 
is one half of the worker’s 
in­ 
surance 
payment,

Under the new law, the adopted 
child of a deceased insured work­ 
er need no longer meet any time 
requirement to qualify asa “child” 
for social security benefits. In lite
